[| have made many trips across the United 
States by train and by airplane, but only 
recently have I completed such a journey 
by automobile. I had business in Southern 
California, and I was determined to attend 
the Aberdeen-Angus sale at Frederick, 
Maryland, on May 5th. There were a lot 
of people and a lot of places that I wanted 
to visit in between and round about, so I 
decided that this time my trusty 
LaSalle would afford the best 
means of transportation. 

I therefore started from 
Yakima, Washington, early one 
morning the last week in April, 
headed south with Los Angeles 
as my first destination. No 
doubt many of my readers have 
driven up or down the Pacific 
coast, and are familiar there- 
fore with the scenic grandeur of 
this region, and to them I need 
not relate that on this trip one 
encounters a more awe inspir- 
ing landscape than is found in 
any other section of North America. But 
for those who have not experienced the 
thrills of passing within the shadows of 
such perpetually snow-covered peaks as Mt. 
Adams and Mt. Rainier of Washington, Mt. 
Hood and the Three Sisters of Oregon, and 
Mt. Shasta of northern California, I want 
to state that they should avail themselves of 
the first opportunity to view the beauty and 
majesty of the west coast. But scenic beauty 
is not all that one finds in the west. There 
are the great fertile irrigated valleys of 
Washington and Oregon where yields per 
acre of many important farm crops are not 
even closely approached in any other local- 
ity. Then farther south are the rich farm 
lands which extend for hundreds of miles 
through the center of California running 
north and south, bordering both sides of the 
Sacramento River. Some of this land is 
irrigated, and other is reasonably produc- 
tive without irrigation. 

As one approaches southern California, 
the countryside assumes a still different 
aspect. The citrus groves which are so much 
a part of this section of California begin to 
make their appearance with the dark green 
foliage of the orange trees blending har- 
moniously and beautifully with the live oaks 
and other native trees. 

But as much as I admire the scenic beau- 
ty of California, my chief interest there 
lies in the potential vastness of its live 
stock industry. From the beginning of its 
history, California has been a great cattle 
producing state, and much of romance cen- 
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ters around the early cattle breeding opera- 
tions which were a part of the vast holdings 
of the Spanish aristocrats who were 
amongst the first white settlers of Califor- 
nia. Today these estates have been greatly 
reduced in size although many of them are 
still very large. One of the most marked 
changes, however, which has taken place is 
that now instead of the Spanish long horn, 
one finds on the farms and ranges 
of California improved beef cat- 
ale, Herefords predominating. The 
Aberdeen-Angus, however, are 
making rapid gains in popularity 
amongst California cattle produc- 
ers, and I prophesy that within a 
few years the doddie will be a com- 
mon sight on the California hills 
where, as in other places, he will 
add both attractiveness and stabil- 
ity to the scene. 

But I am traveling with a lot 
of territory to cover, so I must 
hurry along. A brief stop at Los 
Angeles and a day or so with my 
motion picture friends at Hollywood and I 
shall be on my way to Frederick, Maryland. 
One of the most delightful experiences of 
my entire trip was the time I spent with 
my friend, Jack Conway at his_ beautiful 
All Hollows Ranch bordering on the Pacific 
Ocean near Santa Monica. He is develop- 
ing a fine herd of Aberdeen-Angus there 
and is getting a great thrill out of doing it. 
Clark Gable, who is starring in the picture 
Mr. Conway is now making, “Boom Town”, 
had been injured on the lot the day before I 
arrived and as a result all work on the pic- 
ture was held up for a few days which 
gave the three of us an opportunity to spend 
some time together. Clark grew up on a 
farm in Ohio and has never lost interest in 
agriculture, although he once told me that 
when he was a boy he had no particular love 
for the then exacting farm duties but that 
now he likes to work around his ranch and 
does so at every opportunity. My personal 
opinion is that the hero of “Gone With the 
Wind” is a good farmer as well as a great 
actor. He unquestionably has a deep under- 
standing of farm problems. I regretted to 
leave the pleasant environment of Holly- 
wood and its associations, but I was due in 
Maryland with only five days intervening, 
with a brief stop over at Maquoketa, Iowa, 
to see how things were going at Rosemere 
Farm. 


Arriving at Maquoketa with an average 
of seven hundred miles per day behind me, 
I was glad to have a day’s respite from 
driving. The next morning, greatly re- 


freshed, and with Mrs. Battles, who joined 
me here, I made a fresh start. The first 
few hundred miles were easy and fast as 
the straight concrete highways of the 
middle west are unsurpassed as they criss- 
cross the most productive agricultural reg- 
ion in the whole world. This is also a 
country which abounds in practical scenic 
beauty. There is nothing, after all, much 
more attractive than a well kept and pro- 
ductive farm landscape. 

As eastern Ohio is reached, the contour 
of the land becomes more rugged again, 
and the roads begin to wind through hills 
and valleys. In the valleys attractive farms 
are seen many of which are stocked with 
choice live stock of various breeds, and here 
as beef cattle go, I am happy to state, the 
Aberdeen-Angus predominate. 

Throughout much of the east you must 
drive more slowly than in the west or 
middle west, because of winding roads and 
heavy traffic, but it is well that this is so. 
Otherwise much of its unusual beauty would 
be missed. 

We arrived at Frederick an hour or so 
before the sale opened and interestedly 
watched the judging of the animals which 
always precedes the selling at this import- 
ant yearly event. I have attended nearly 
all of the Maryland sales since they were 
inaugurated a number of years ago and 
have watched the progress of our breed in 
the far east, and in no other part of the 
country have I seen such rapid progress. 
The Abterdeen-Angus has won the east and 
and is now in a commanding position there. 
He fits into the picture as no other beef 
animal can. He not only helps to beautify 


the many fine farms and estates, but . 


supplies the best means of converting the 
abundant forage crops grown there into 
profit as well. I am sorry that time and 
space will not permit me to describe all of 
the lovely homes and farms we visited dur- 
ing this recent visit to Maryland, Virginia 
and New Jersey, but that must await a 
future date. This much I will say now, 
however, that the fine hospitality we receiv- 
ed at Amandale, Andelot, Cremona, Cold 
Saturday, Broadview, Holliday Farm, The 
Highlands, Wickwire, Blakeford and several 
other Aberdeen-Angus establishments will 
ever remain as pleasant memories. Truly 
has it been said that breeders of pure bred 
live stock are fine people. My personal ob- 
servation has been that wherever I travel, 
the best people I meet are interested in 
some phase of live stock breeding, and this 
is particularly true of admirers of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. (Please turn to page 45

In July of 1939, Mrs. Bailey and I em- 
barked for England on the “Ile de France”, 
third class. Everything was very jolly, if 
slightly dirty in spots.

I 
tried hardest to get a stout Italian lady of 
about fifty-five, wonderfully light on her 
feet and determined, who led me around 
without any trouble at all—the kind of dan- 
cer I need. 

Those Frenchmen talked never a bit about 
war. But they didn’t need to. Things seem- 
ed too certain and deadly for talk. 

First out of a grey rain came a steam 
trawler, alone but very much at home; and 
then came England, and Plymouth, a sea- 
town if there ever was one. We boarded the 
train for London; and as we slid along 
through the unbelieveable English grass 
lands, all the hay, everywhere, was down and 
wet. As we approached the great city, with 
real pasture right up to the back door, the 
most menacing chilling sight quieted our 
conversation—the balloon barrage, up for 
practice, swaying in the wind, all about the 
horizon. After a day in London, and a trip 
down through the City to talk to some of 
the men at Lloyds, past ARP offices and 
advertisements of improved air raid shelt-

And let me say right here 
that Harviestoun is still one of the few 
truly great Aberdeen-Angus herds in the 
world—and a bit of criticism by such ag | 
will not hurt it. The next bull was a young 
fellow, Patriot of Ballindalloch, Patriot js 
by a son of Ellerman of Kinermony, and his 
dam, a daughter of Jorum, is a full sister to 
the great Prince Benson of Ballindalloch, 
who did so well at Doonholm for years, and 
incidently sired the ill-fated Prince Benson 
of Doonholm, imported and lost by us in 
1934, Patriot, while somewhat indeterminate, 
looked to me as though he might grow out 
to be what they want him to be at Doon- 
holm.

This 
opinion is not only one of favorable pre- 
judice. George Edwards of Iowa State and 
Peter McIver of Cold Saturday saw this 
same band of heifers as yearlings, and both 
told me that they were the best yearlings 
they saw in Scotland. These heifers had 
style and quality; but their best character- 
istic was their extraordinary natural thick- 
ness and depth and wealth of absolutely nat- 
ural flesh—and I stress the word natural, 
because these heifers were on grass alone, 
and not on grass and kidding. I know the 
evidences of grain and cake feeding, even 
if I did not believe the Col.: and such a thing 
would be unthinkable. The yearling heifers 
were not quite so impressive as the two year 
olds; but nevertheless they compared favor- 
ably with yearling heifers anywhere, and 
had among their numbers a few true eye- 
catchers.

Wheatland Farms’ second annual auction 
sale of Aberdeen-Angus cattle held at the 
farms, on Monday, June 3, 1940, proved 
highly satisfactory from every viewpoint. 
The careful breeding plan followed by Jas. 
B. Hollinger, supported by his splendid suc- 
cess in the show arenas of this country, 
drew buyers from far and wide. While buy- 
ers were present from many states not rep- 


resented in the selling list, the out- 
side men were able to take away 
from Kansas bidders but twelve 
head of the entire offering. Thirty- 
three lots remained within the bor- 
ders of the Sunflower state, a fact 
of which Mr. Hollinger may well 
be proud. Two head went to Okla- 
homa, two more to Missouri, an- 
other pair to Maryland, a single 
each to Nebraska and Texas, and 
four lots went to West Virginia. 

Herdsman Davie Edwards had 
the cattle in nice form and sent 
them into the ring looking like dia- 
monds, polished and finished to a 
queen’s taste. Whenever the top 
twenty head in an auction passes 
the stand at an average of $459.75 
per head, the men upon the seats 
must like the offering. That’s 
what happened at the Wheatland 
Farms sale. 

The seven bulls offered averag- 
ed $425.72 each, a good price to be 
sure, but not enough by a long way 
for the type, quality and breeding 
represented, especially is this true 
when coupled with the outstanding 
individuality of these bulls. It was 
Mr. L. R. Kershaw, of Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, who saw this and took 
advantage of the opportunity to 
purchase a pair of real bulls at 
bargain prices. He bought the two 
top bulls at $875.00 and $685.00 re- 
spectively. In our humble opinion 
these two bulls were worth better 
than twice the money collected on June 3d.

Your breed paper, the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal, becomes of age with the publica- 
tion of this issue. It was on August 9, 1919, 
that the first issue of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal went into the mails—there have 
been good days and bad during these twen- 
ty-one years—but never during this time 
have we lost faith in the belief that some 
day the Aberdeen-Angus breed would be- 
come the dominant beef breed of cattle in 
America. As the years glide by faster and 
faster, the nearer does the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed approach that dreamed of goal. Each 
succeeding year sees an increased number 
of new herds founded as compared with the 
preceding year. That growth is healthy 
and it’s sound, fewer newcomers have been 
injured through entering the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding business each year. No one 
will deny the fact that always there are 
those entering a progressive business who 
do not understand that business and sooner 
or later discover that fact for themselves. 
Occasionally one of these unfortunates is 
forced to drop out. There are mighty few 
instances of this kind to which even the 
most sarcastic Aberdeen-Angus cattle critic 
and opposer can point. In other words Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle are destined to achieve 
very soon the goal the Journal has been 
looking steadiiy toward these twenty-one 
years. It’s nearer than ever before, gentle- 
men of the faith, and ladies too. 

I am constrained from saying a lot of 
things that I feel should be said because 
they might not look so well in print. Ac- 
cent some times makes such a vast differ- 
ence in meaning. So rather than cuss, per- 
mit me to discuss with you some of the 
things which have been and are still today 
paramount reasons for this splendid ad- 
vance into new fields. First of all no one 
can further dispute the fact that the Aber- 
deen-Angus is “the poor man’s cow” for she 
will do as well or better the dual functions 
of the family cow and when she has spent 
her twelve to twenty years in hard service 
she can still go to market at a top price at 
whatever age she may have attained. 

Until within the last two or three years 
too many of the men who bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle sulked or faded entirely away 
when it came to the matter of properly 
sponsoring the promotion of the breed. Not 
a cent for publicity of any nature. Never a 
single attempt to cooperate with neighbors 
and fellow breeders in a proposed publicity 
project. For too many years jealousy, petty 
jealousy, backed by a desire to tear down the 
good work of others interferred seriously 
with the progress of the breed. The breed 
had no out and out sponsor in the way of a 
publication of its own, consequently its 


scope was limited—one day in June, 1919, 


the seed was sown that was to overcome all 
this, the Aberdeen-Angus Journal was con- 
ceived and in sixty days was born and put 
immediately to work. Those first years 
were indeed varied. We caught the end of 
the great upswing that had been built on 
air, or paper, or something not tangible. 
The first months looked mighty good, we 
paid our bills, but the poor lads who had 
held the big sales could not reciprocate. 
Then bad years, and lots of them. It was a 


fine hattle for there was something to fight 
for. ‘Those who went through those trying 
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Little by little those trying draw backs 
have been overcome—not entirely of course 
as our contemporaries are searching dili- 
gently for new ways of blocking the wheels 
of progress for our breed—nevertheless we 
have gone a long way up the long grade to- 
ward ultimate success when we consider the 
starting place twenty-one years ago, and 
what had to be overcome before we could 
really get going. All this way the breeders 
have been cooperating more and more and 
together we have really accomplished a 
good start toward winning the ultimate 
goal of beef breed supremacy in America. 
Mighty few live stock publications have 
weathered the storm of these twenty-one 
years under the guiding hand of one lone 
wolf. Of this accomplishment I am truly 
happy and indeed very proud. After all, 
however, it never could have been this way 
had you breeders not cooperated so loyally 
all these years. To tell the truth I am more 
proud of you and your accomplishments 
than I am of the part the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal has taken, for after all you are the 
good fellows who have supplied the energy 
that has kept the wheels going. 

I just don’t know how to thank the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders of America for the 
way they have backed the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal in its campaign for better Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, and heaps more of 
them. You have all been wonderful to 
me and I trust that I have never once 
betrayed the confidence of a single soul. I 
wonder what the next twenty-one years has 
in store for us and how many of us will be 
able to greet each other with a glad hand 
and a kindly word in 1961. 

The lean years that followed the infla- 
tionary upswing following the world war, 
have after all proven one of the outstanding 
factors in creating better Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. For during the “reconstruction” per- 
iod known as lean years, our better breed- 
ers culled to the quick, disposed of their un- 
desirable cattle and retained just as many 
of the better bred animals who displayed 
superior quality and individuality as they 
could possibly retain. The result of this 
close culling is most apparent these days 
for there is a greater percentage of top cat- 
tle in the breed today than at any time dur- 
ing my acquaintance with the breed. These 
top cattle have met a splendid demand for 
several years, prices are good, and above 
all they are CASH—and that means success 
in any business transaction. Let there nev- 
er be another “paper” inflation and we will 
go right along in our steady forward march. 

The splendid management of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association 
offices at Chicago, under the management 
of Secretary W. H. Tomhave who has suc- 
ceeded during his administration of associ- 
ation affairs in putting the association on 
a sound financial basis has meant more to- 
ward influencing the increased number of 
new breeders to join our ranks than most 
of us realize. A sound business policy and 
the reestablishment of a high financial rat- 
ing has given the business that substantial 
backing required in good business and made 
the breed thus sponsored more and more 
attractive to careful business men looking 
for sound investments. 

Then too the freedom with which the 
breeders of top cattle have divided those

The shows, as always, have held the eye 
of the public constantly with the ever jn. 
creasing size of displays at the leading 
shows as well as an increased number of 
smaller showings at local and district fairs, 
The unapproached grand championship rec. 
ord of single bullocks, in both the junior 
and open shows, as well as the phenomenal 
record of championships awarded carlots of 
finished bullocks at the nation’s greatest 
shows is another cause for attention from 
men and women interested in producing 
tops. 

There is another element that must not 
be overlooked. Today as never before breed- 
ers follow their sales more closely to see 
that the cattle they distribute into new 
hands make good. This personal interest in 
the buyers welfare is an asset that must be 
even more cultivated in the future. Early 
registrations and quick tranfers when cat- 
tle are sold will help a lot too. Especially 
does the Journal urge that the matter of 
quick transfers be given closest attention 
on every sale. Another thing: extended tab- 
ulations should accompany the original cer- 
tificate and transfer when the animals go 
into new hands.. These new buyers appre- 
ciate having these full tabulations, and they 
should have them without having to make 
request for them. 

May I suggest, also, that for the good of 
the cause only such animals as are well 
conditioned and of high quality individually 
be presented in public auction sales of the 
future. Do this and watch the breed 
acquire additional prestige rapidly. It will 
pay everyone connected with the breeding 
business. 

Again I wish to express my deepest ap- 
preciation for the whole hearted coopera- 
tion of Aberdeen-Angus breeders from ev- 
ery nook and crany in this country during 
the adolescent days of your breed paper. 
May I too give the assurance of the best ef- 
forts of the entire Journal staff for the 
years ahead.

Never since 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal was founded 
in August, 1919, has so many sales been 
held over so wide an area. That these sales 
as a rule have been highly successful from 
every possible angle is another fact that 
can not well be disputed. True there was a 
season when cattle sold higher, but the 
settlements were in a large measure mere 
scraps of paper upon which no cash was 
actually realized. To-day it is different. 
Sales are made on a cash basis. The ven- 
ders have their ready money in hand when 
the sale is finished and there is no distress- 
ing aftermath. The 1940 spring sales held 
up wonderfully well throughout the season. 
The feared saturation point failed to mater- 
ialize—and as a matter of fact seems fur- 
ther away today than at any time during 
the past twenty-one years. There was a 
day when a goodly share of the top cattle 
went around in circles amongst the top 
breeders, allowing only the medium and 
mediocre kinds to pass into new hands. 
Things have changed in that respect also 
for today the breeders of top cattle are 
sharing them liberally with their sale pa- 
trons. In other words scarcely a new herd 
is organized now days but that has within 
its first few head of foundation cattle a 
few of the choicest individuals of the breed. 
This is true not alone in the matter of in- 
dividuality, but as to breeding as well. And, 
that’s the way it should be. The new man 
wants a chance to soon reach the top or at 
least to approximate the top in quality and 
individuality as well as breeding. The very 
fact that Aberdeen-Angus breeders are not 
only liberal but generous in the division of 
their good cattle amongst these new ad- 
herents to the breed is responsible largely 
for the fine progress the breed has been 
making these last few years, and will con- 
tinue to make in the future. 

The art of satisfying patrons in every 
respect is being diligently cultivated on 
every hand. Appreciation of this fact is 
clearly evidenced in the ever growing de- 
mand for good Aberdeen-Angus cattle to 
serve as new foundation herds the country 
over. The Journal is firmly of the opinion 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breeding business 
is destined to go on and on. Our chief diffi- 
culty is going to lie in our inability to pro- 
duce a sufficient number of top cattle to 
take care of that demand. ; 

The Journal believes also that a com- 
parable fall and winter sale season can and 
will be experienced. We have said many 
times, and repeat here that the success of 
our Aberdeen-Angus business depends first 
upon the production of good cattle, second 
upon the proper fitting and presentation of 
these cattle in the sale ring, third and by no 
means least essential is proper merchandis- 
ing, and last of all a careful follow up after 
the cattle have passed into new hands to see 
that they are meeting with approval on the 
part of the new owners. 

Naturally the Journal is interested chiefly 
in the promotion of the breed—proper mer- 
chandising, if you please. Meaning that 
sale dates should be early selected, claimed 
and publicised. In this respect please con- 


fer with your breed paper. We will be 
delighted to help select sale dates that will 
not conflict with other sales. And too, we 
will consider it not only a privilege but a 
duty to assist in formulating an expense 
budget that will be in keeping with each 
respective offering. This service is free— 
it’s a part of our business. We have been 
doing this for several other breeds of live 
stock over a period of nearly forty years 
during which time we have gathered some 
bits of information that might be of value 
to the intending vender. If you plan a fal 
or winter sale, please confer with this office 
before announcing the date definitely and 
don’t forget that your breed paper is on the 
job working for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 365 
days and nights in each year.

It’s a long evening’s drive from Wheat- 
jand Farms, Chapman, Kansas, to Miami, 
Oklahoma—something like 275 miles before 
dinner created rather lavish appetites—nev-

et have we seen a postponed sale 

that realtoed the true values for the cattle 
sold, and such was the case with vhe postpon- 
ed sale of A. H. Schmidt & Son, at Kansas 
City, Missouri, held on Wednesday, June 
5th. The sale having originally been set 
for Saturday, May 18th, was set into the 
June circuit under the belief that it would 
rove convenient for buyers who might be 

attending the June circuit. With the Mid- 
Kansas sale held on Saturday preceding, 
the Hollinger sale on the following Monday 
and the Fullerton sale on Tuesday and quite 
a distance between the Fullerton sale and 
the Schmidt sale at Kansas City, the long 
distance buyers had left the circuit at Mi- 
ami. This left the sale to be patronized 
almost exclusively by local or nearby pur- 
chasers. Apparently the bulls were a bit 
too young to attract the range men, with 
possibly the single exception of one buyer 
from Idaho who secured a goodly number 
of young bulls at just about his own price. 
The bull average being but $143.38 on the 
seventeen head that went through the ring. 

The top bull proved to be Blackcap Tar- 
kio 1248th 586210, a McHenry Blackcap, in- 
tensely Tarkio bred, calved May 2, 1939, 
and sold to Dr. Cowan, of Greenfield, Mis- 
souri, at $225.00. Most of the rest of the 
youngsters sold at prices ranging from 
$125.00 to $165.00. 

It was rather discouraging to both Col. 
Roy Johnston and the Tarkio firm, to see 
the demand lag for these good young bulls 
representing the same blood lines as is rep- 
resented always in the Tarkio grand cham- 
pion loads of bullocks at the big shows of 
the nation, where they have been envied as 
of the best type and finishing quality. 

The story was little changed in the fe- 
male section of the sale where the general 
average was only about a dollar below that 
of the bulls. The top cow was a four year 
old daughter of Bailiff of St. Albans 457414 
who was a son of Emulous; she was out of 
a granddaughter of the International grand 


champion Prince Marshall and sold bred to 
Beau Eric 2d a son of Beau of St. Albans 
who also is a son of Emulous. The buyer 
was Harry Stephens, of Hale, Missouri, who 
had to pay only $197.50 for her. The next 
top price was $180.00 which Jim Nugent, 
of Kansas City, paid for Miss Tarkio 615th 
513974, a McHenry Blackcap daughter of 
Blackcap Bar of Leamoor 408672. 

Col. Roy Johnston made his initial Aber- 
deen-Angus purchases on this occasion and 
Col. N. G. Kraschel purchased another cow 
for his Harlan, Iowa, herd. Jim Nugent, of 
Kansas City was one of the heaviest buyers. 
J. R. Ramel, of Parkville, Missouri, pro- 
cured several females as did J. W. Tweedie, 
of Norborne, Missouri. 

When the heavy down pour of rain on 
May 18th compelled the cessation of selling 
after an attempted start it was realized by 
the Schmidts that they had little chance to 
hold a highly successful auction at a post- 
poned date, but they showed the true Aber- 
deen-Angus spirit and did their best to 
bring the crowd back. Here’s hoping that 
the next auction at the Tarkio demonstra- 
tion farms will occur under ideal weather 
conditions:

A. H. Schmidt & Son sale at Tarkio Demon- 
stration Farms, near Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, to Bedford, Iowa, for the first early- 
to-bed rest in many days.

$100.00 each. This was considered a won-

When John and Elliott Brown, of Rose 
Hill fame as breeders and first line show- 
men, and Milt Tudor, of Glyn Mawr pre- 
cision as a breeder, determined to hold an 
auction sale in the late spring of 1940 they 
speculated somewhat as to the number of 
cattle they would offer at the Glyn Mawr 
Farms on Tuesday, June 11th, following as 
it would the many June sales in the mid- 
west country. There was some fear that 
the saturation point might be reached be- 
fore June 11th should roll around. But the 
deluge of catalog inquiries soon relieved 
the situation, for these inquiries came from 
every corner of the United States and Can- 
ada. Visitors were plentiful at 
both farms for several days prior 
to the sale. When sale day came 
and the visitors began to assemble 
it was noted that they had come 
from far and near. Many more 
states were represented than was 
true of last year’s auction. 

Cols. A. W. Thompson, of Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, and Fred Reppert, 
of Decatur, Indiana, had _ been 
chosen to collect the bids and they 
did a fine job of it. They were 
fast and the audience prompt in 
shoving the cash across the count- 
er. There was considerable specu- 
lation as to the average for the en- 
tire offering, however for the most 
part the guesses were very close 
to what the average turned out to 
be. The Browns and Milt Tudor 
were highly pleased with the re- 
ception given their cattle, and im- 
mediately following the close of 
the auction arranged for a sale to 
be held in the spring of 1941. The 
first seven head to go through the 
ring averaged $1342.66 which was 
not a bad start in any sale. 

It had been decided to open the 
sale with a pair of 1938 sons of the 
International Grand champion 
bull, Envious Blackcap B. 6th, who 
had recently been sold to head the 
good new herd of Mr. Chas. T. Bates, of

meres, especially the sons and daughters of 
Eileenmere 85th, the 1935 International 
grand champion bull, continue to be highly 
regarded by the breeders. The general av- 
erage on fifty-nine head was higher than 
that of any other sale this year and the 
price paid by Mr. Joe Keefauver, manager 
of Mr. C. L. Hardwick’s farm at Cleveland, 
Tennessee for Eileenmere 298th 589559 was 
an even six hundred dollars more than was 
paid at auction this year for an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull. 

We comment thus with no thought of 
stating that the Eileenmeres are better, 
rather to state that Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers in their enthusiasm for Mr. Tolan’s 
Eileenmeres, despite the fact that almost all 
the sales of the year were over, and that 
most buyers had or would have been expect- 
ed to have purchased their bulls and heifers, 
the Eileenmeres carried off the year’s hon- 
ors in the sales ring. Our congratulations 
to Mr. Tolan and to his grand cattle. 

However, the results of Mr. Tolan’s 1940 
sale offers more food for thought. Some 
three thousand head had already been sold 
at the auctions and yet the market for good 
cattle, was even stronger than at the open- 
ing of the season. That speaks well for the 
future of the breed, and for the investment 
value of good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

But let’s get back to Wednesday June 
12th at Tolan Farms. It was rather late 
in the morning when we arrived, but 
Davenport, Iowa is some distance, and we 
didn’t fly, at least, not far off the ground. 

Bulls were being led out for different 
prospective purchasers, heifers and young 
cows were being carefully inspected by the 
many visitors to the farm. That a lot of 
interest prevailed was not to be denied and 
when the sale started, this interest was 
sealed with bids for both bulls and heifers. 

After a few opening remarks by Mr. 
Tolan, Senator Simon E. Lantz, President 
of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association and Secretary W. H. Tomhave, 
Colonel A. W. Thompson called upon Ex 
Governor, or rather Colonel Nels Krashel 
of Harlan, Iowa for the opening speech 
concerning the sale. Mr. Kraschel in his 
brief remarks, stated he had never seen a 
year when a man with a good herd of cows, 
a good bull and the willingness to feed out 
or sell for breeding his own calves, had 
ever lost money. In fact, he stated that 
every year for the last twenty years such a 
farmer had made money. Colonel A. W. 
Thompson then opened the sale on lot num- 
ber one, Eileenmere 291st, a full brother to 
the great show and breeding bull, Kileen- 
mere 191st (for whom Mr. Tolan refused 
several thousands of dollars last year). 
There was never a moment’s hesitation on 
the part of Mr. Morton D. Barker of Spring- 
field, Illinois until Colonel Art cried sold at 
$1500.00, and where does he go? Mr. 
Barker bought a grand young bull, and we 
are of the opinion that he came prepared to 
pay considerably more than he was re- 
quired to spend that afternoon. 

However, there was another calf, not 
eleven months of age that had taken the 
fancy of many a breeder present, and that 
was lot number two, Eileenmere 298th 589- 
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Farms Purchase Eileenmere 298th at $3800.00

559. Mr. Keefauver told me that he rather 
liked the bull and requested that I “stick 
around.” There’s a bit of a story there, that 
might be had for the asking. However, Mr. 
Keefauver found that others were also pre- 
sent who had ambitions to own this great 
little son of Eileenmere 85th. One, Mr. H. 
B. Sipple of Winchester, Kentucky came 
within one bid of owning the calf. For it 
was this new breeder who offered the final 
competition, but like the owner of Hard- 
wick Farms, so, the manager of the same 
establishment never waivered until Hileen- 
mere 298th was ticketed at $3800.00 for 
Hardwick Farms. Later, we heard that 
Manager Joe called Mr. Hardwick and stat- 
ed something to this effect “Well, we did 
it, again.” 

Perhaps, this top bull sale of the year, 
had something to do with the manner in 
which Mr. Postel secured Eileenmere 302d 
572670, another good son of Eileenmere 85th 
and the price which he paid. We doubt if 
there was a difference of $2500.00 in the 
worth of the two bulls. South Side made no 
mistake in taking LEileenmere 302d at 
$1225.00, and that’s still a decent price for 
good bulls. 

One might run through the entire list of 
Eileenmere 85th’s get, but we offer the de- 
tailed report of animals, sires, and pur- 
chasers with the respective prices paid, so 
that should be unnecessary. 

The sale of females was comparable to 
the bulls and though they didn’t average 
as much money per head, we are of the 
opinion that such differences should prevail. 
Bulls, if good enough, should always sell 
for a better price. 

Blackbirdmere 8th 589533, a daughter of 
Eileenmere 85th was the heifer which J. 
Garrett Tolan delegated for the lead in the 
female sale. Bids came from all directions 
and in a great rush, and she passed the 
thousand dollar mark with never a bid less 
than a hundred. The final and purchasing 
bid of $1500.00 came from the Isle O’Hope

To be exact, $1132.50 
while the females were distributed into 
eight states and 85th’s daughters, eighteen 
in all averaged $518.05. Illinois breeders 
recognizing the quality of the Eileenmeres 
managed to buy fifty percent of the offer- 
ing. Twenty-six sons and daughters of 
Kileenmere 85th made the splendid average 
of $707.11 and adding to that impressive 
figure, the figures from the get of this 
great bull in Tolan’s 1939 sale (23 sons and 
daughters averaged $1056.00) we learn that 
49 sons and daughters of Eileenmere 85th 
have averaged at public auction $870.40. In 
other words, what is 85th’s worth to Mr.

Since the appearance of the first 
advertisement of Oldfields Farm, 
Galena, Maryland came out in the last 
issue of the “Journal”, we have been 
asked many questions about this large 
outfit, so will give our readers some 
of the answers. 

The Oldfields property consists of 
about 2,000 acres of good farming 
land in the northern end of that fer- 
tile peninsula known to many Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders as the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland. About 450 acres 
are under cultivation; the balance is 
in just about as good permanent pas- 
ture as one usually sees. The prop- 
erty was originally six different farms, 
but is now operated in three units, 
each with its full complement of build- 
ings, paddocks and adjacent fields. No 
effort, expense or detail has _ been 
omitted in the development of the 
physical property which rates with the 
best. The barns and sheds are practi- 
eal and convenient for the handling of 
the cattle. Most of the old buildings 
have been replaced with new structures 
that are as neat and attractive in their 
gleaming white coats of paint as they 
are useful. The job of fencing, liter- 
ally miles of it, is now completed. 
Board fences surround the yards and 
paddocks, heavy woven wire the fields 
and pastures. All were laid out and 
lined up with surveyors’ instruments, 
giving every rod of it the impression 
of precision and a quality job. 

But we are a little off the subject. 
It’s the cattle we started out to write 
about. 350 head of cows and heifers 
are being bred this summer. The fe- 
males have been carefully selected from 
the leading Maryland and Virginia 
herds, privately and in the sales. Ande- 
lot has been an important source, and 
this suggests Glencarnock, Hartley and 
Lofgren-McGregor' bloodlines. Heavy 
drafts have been made from the better 
herds in Kansas and Nebraska, and 
the Glencarnock herd in Canada, with 
the most emphasis always on Blackcap 
Revolution breeding. Two carloads of 
cows and heifers were secured in IIli- 
nois last March. One car was _ pur- 
chased in the Mercer Sale and included 
the top heifer of that sale, a Ballin- 
dalloch Georgina that critics will ad- 
mire. Manager Ken Clark is not a new 
hand at putting together a herd—this 
one is beginning to look fully up to his 


par. 

Blackcap Evaxus 3d of Ada, secured 
from Andelot, heads the herd bull bat- 
tery. He is a five-year-old proven son 
of Evaxus 8th of Page, the bull Mr. 
Lofgren nicknamed ‘‘Poke’’, now at the 
head of the Rocklands herd of Mr. 
Charles T. Neale in Virginia. The dam 
of this good Oldfields sire is that mo- 
ther of herd bulls in the Lofgren-Mc- 
Gregor herd, Blackcap Bess Glencar- 
nock by Blackcap Revolution. Not a 
big bull, he is right in the necessary 
places, and his first calf crop at Old- 
fields looks mighty good. Among the 
herd bulls are sons of Glencarnock Bux- 
ton, Evolution of Wickwire, General 2d 
of Page, Revolution Bowmaster, and 
others. 

Several Aberdeen-Angus breeders who 
toured through the Maryland and Vir- 
ginia country following the Maryland 
Sale in May were unanimous in their 
opinion that they had never seen such 
clover fields as at Oldfields. We say 
clover and cattle are a combination 
that is pretty hard to separate anyway. 

Aberdeen-Angus fans who would like 
to see in its early stages a herd that 
we predict will someday be a big factor 
in Eastern Aberdeen-Angus circles, take 
a tip from us and see it now.

We might add better herd 
sires. 

W. A. McGregor thought well enough of 
the bull, Blackcap Evaxus 3d of Ada to 
make a trip to Rolling Ridge Farm a year 
ago and purchase the bull for use at Ande- 
lot. However, Mr. Kenneth A. Clark, man- 
ager of Oldfields Farm at Galena, had am- 
bitions to own Blackcap Evaxus 3d of Ada 
and succeeded in buying him from Andelot. 

In the opinion of the Journal, it might 
have been just as wise to have retained 
Blackcap Evaxus 3d of Ada and crossed on 
the daughters of Eline’s Buxton, the bull 
now at the head of the herd. But with many 
good daughters of the bull it was decided to 
sell him, and the job of selling a good bull 
is never difficult. 

Eline’s Buxton, whose pedigree appears 
on this page was secured at the Maryland 
Sale in 1938, where he topped the sale of 
bulls. Eline’s Buxton’s first calves are de- 
veloping favorably and the present mana- 
ger of the farm, Mr. Harold Hamilton 
states that they think they have a real herd 
sire in the Eline bull. 

We have visited at Rolling Ridge Farm 
but once, and at that time we saw some 
thirty good females, many with the kind of 
calves that look right to us. 

One of these years, and according to Mr. 
Hamilton that isn’t to be far off, Rolling 
Ridge will be exhibiting at some local 
shows and later, go into the heavier compe- 
tition. 

When near Philadelphia, head north to- 
ward Doylestown and then drive four miles 
more and visit this Rolling Ridge Farm.

We doubt much if he expected to pur- 
chase a bull, yet, the breeding alone of El- 
bar Bandolier 545140 might have been the 
real cause for his presence at the Michigan 
sale at East Lansing on June 29th. 

However, after seeing this well bred bull, 
noting the quality that he possessed and 
knowing that his sire, Bandolier of Anoka, 
junior champion at the International in 
1931 had for years been an outstanding 
sire, Mr. Fuerst decided that such a bull 
might better go to Pine Plains. . Individual- 
ly, Elbar Bandolier 545140 is a great bodied 
bull, with plenty of thickness from front to 


rear and a real spread of rib. His head, 
the shortness of leg and the style which he 
carries will not hurt him, nor should it hurt 
his get. In fact, he should improve some 
already good cattle at Mr. Fuerst’s farm. 

It is interesting to note, that the dam of 
Elbar Bandolier 545140 is an Elba daugh- 
ter of Bardell Martin by the great Bardell, 
he by Faultless Pass, whose greatest 
achievement lies in the fact that he sired 
Blackbird Bertie 337990, the International 
grand champion female in 1923. Moreover, 
and possibly a more urgent reason for Mr. 
Fuerst’s selection of the bull is that the 
grandam, Briarcliff Elba 8th 428391, a 
daughter of Barbara’s Ensign and out of a 
daughter of Blackcap Revolution, should 
carry the same blood as his herd and not 
prove too violent an out-cross. 


Good bulls are not easy to find and we 
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that Mr. Fuerst recognizes this sit- 
and having seen Elbar Bandolier 
545140 decided that the best time to buy 
him was on sale day. We trust he will prove 
a good addition to the battery of bulls in 
service at this New York breeder’s farm.

ichigan breeders, those who consigned 
“ae Po the first sale sponsored by the 
Michigan Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation (that is the first in either 19 or 20 
years) and those who had no cattle to con- 
sign to the sale were singly and as a whole 
more than satisfied with the reception that 
the buyers present gave to the cattle that 
were offered and sold. _— 

Auction sales always find buyers, at least 
so it seems. Especially is that true when a 
sale offers a few good cattle, and when the 
consigning breeders demand that the sale 
be given some early and late publicity. 

Nine bulls were offered and sold and 
brought the nice average of $252.77 which 
is higher than the average bull sale of the 
year. As is the case in almost all sales, 
there were a few bulls that lowered the 
average, bulls that should not sell as low 
and bulls that sold above their real measure 
of worth. In our opinion the real bargain 
pull of the day was the Grand River Stock 
Farm’s calf, Black Grenadier 557592. He 
was a double bred grandson of Bandolier of 
Anoka sired by Hendren Brothers’ good 
herd bull, Black Bardolier and out of a 
Blackcap daughter of Mr. Scripps’ great old 
herd sire, Bandolier of Anoka. Mr. G. E. 
Walker of Grand Rapids, Michigan selected 
this calf and brought him far under his 
real worth. Mr. A. F. Knoblock selected 
Revolution Edward 546319, consigned by 
Cesor Farms, a good bull that was sired by 
Glencarnock Revolution 6th. A little more 
fitting and this bull might easily have 
brought a few more dollars. The top bull 
of the sale was the Wildwood entry, Elbar 
Bandolier, a son of Bandolier of Anoka. He 
sold to Mr. Myron M. Fuerst and is already 
at Pine Plains, New York. Mr. Fuerst has 
plenty of good young cows to breed and the 
calves to be sired by this bull at Fuerst 
Stock Farm should prove attractive to buy- 
ers in years to come.

Females found a most ready market, 
especially the better ones. But such is al- 
ways the case. Good cattle never lack a 
ready and satisfactory market, while the 
ones not as well bred, nor as good indivi- 
dually, and lacking somewhat in condition, 
lower the average, cause the better ones to 
bring less and are usually a source of dis- 
couragement to their respective owners.

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Gllinots Breeders’ Sale

There are several breeders organizations 
in the state of Illinois, and last winter, a 
general call went out for a state associ- 
ation. Breeders came to Springfield, and 
elected E. E. Irwin of Salem, and J. Garrett 
Tolan of Pleasant Plains, their President 
and Vice President, and selected George L. 
Wilson of Springfield as the Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

The cry was for a state sale to be held 
at Springfield. More than a score of breed- 
ers consigned cattle, and on Thursday, June 
13th, Colonel A. W. Thompson of Lincoln, 
Nebraska had near a hundred head to sell. 


Frankly, the tops at the sale were better 
than at many sales, and the other end was 
not up to par. Yet, and again, we state, 
it speaks well for a breed of cattle, that as 
many head can be sold as quickly and as 
well as was the case at Springfield in June. 

The females were offered first and Case- 
bier Brothers’ nice Elba Erica daughter of 
Eileenmere 32d started the fireworks. The 
day before Mr. David Deatherage of Ob- 
long, Illinois had pitted his bids against all 
othrs to take one of the real tops at J. Gar- 
rett Tolan’s sale and it was this same 
breeder who placed the last bid of $600.00 
to add to his herd this good female. Next 
on the dotted line of purchasers was Messrs. 
John E. and John O. Kuhn, owners of Prai- 
rie Pastures Farm at Streator, Illinois, and 
their nice buy was Mr. J. F. Thornton’s 
show heifer, Enchanta Missy 16th, a May 
yearling sired by a good breeding son of 
Eileenmere 32d. 

Miss Edna Wade consigned a sweet Mc- 
Henry Blackcap heifer, that everyone liked 
and it required a bid of $750.00 from Colo- 
nel A. D. Bradshaw to add her to his se- 
lect herd of top individuals and top breed- 
ing that can be seen near Smithshire. 


Mr. George L. Wilson, of Springfield, se- 
lected quite a number of females and it is 
our opinion that he bought them all worth 
the money. So, too, did Mr. Arthur Bassett, 
of Bassett, Missouri, and Mr. Carl Boar- 
man of Pawnee, Illinois. 

Illinois buyers permitted very few to 
leave the state, and less than a dozen head 
went into the states of Missouri, Kentucky 
and Indiana. 

Following a female sale that averaged 
almost $200.00, the bulls, thirty-four of 
them, were offered. June is rather a late 
date to sell many bulls, and the general 
quality of many of these bulls was not 
what it should be for a really successful 
bull sale. Yet, buyers were present to buy 
them, and they sold at the average of near- 
ly $175.00. 

Colonel A. D. Bradshaw, who selected and 
bought the top female, took the first bull, 
Eileenmere B. 183d 549810 at $310.00, 
which we consider a fair price. The top 
bull and the top of the sale was next of- 
fered, and seldom in a sale have we seen 
a bidder more anxious to get a bull than 
was Mr. Ross Martin of Watson, Illinois. 
This bull, Laudmere Burgameister 560778 
was a son of Katro 4th of Page, by General 
of Page and out of a nicely bred Miss Bur- 
gess dam of the Bonnie Boquet tribe. The 
bidding was rapid and the bull was quickly 
marked sold at $1100.00. 

One other bull, Prince Burgess of Clear 
Dawn 541648, consigned by Linn Eaton of 
Brooklyn, Illinois, rather took my fancy 
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and I was happy to see him selected by Mr. 
and Mrs. George Willis for their Willis 
Ranch herd at Morocco, Indiana. He was a 
double breed Miss Burgess, and individu- 
ally one of the real good animals in the 
sale. The price on him on June 13th was 
reasonable, $415.00. 


The Journal is pleased with the result of 
this sale for it bettered our expectations. 

Much of the credit for the sale must go 
to Messrs. E. E. Irwin and George L. Wil- 
son, for they had arrangements well made, 
and Colonel Art Thompson, dallied not a 
minute in selling the ninety-odd lots.

Mr. Miller, Killbuck Farms’ manager sent 
us a bid, but the large number of spring 
sales, which demanded much time away 
from the office made acceptance impossible. 
However, thanks to Mr. Rei Duprey, presi- 
dent of the Ohio Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, we have a summary of the 
day’s activities, which must have been of 
good information to the newer breeders of 
blacks in Ohio, as well as most delightful. 

Weather, apparently was not favorable 
to a large attendance, yet more than two 
hundred arrived early and stayed through 
the day. Mr. Duprey comments that, despite 
bad weather, the enthusiasm of the Buckeye 
breeders was noticeably high. He attri- 
butes this to the results of the first Ohio 
State Sale held a week before at Ghio State 
Fair Grounds, a report of which can be 
found in this issue. We do not wonder that 
Ohio breeders are enthused over the results 
of their first sale. That some breeders 
were skeptical is no secret, that a very few 
doubted much the possibility of holding a 
sale is also true. It is our opinion that a 
few of them might have enjoyed selling one 
or two at the sale, for good cattle had a 
grand market and sold at quite favorable 
rices. 

. In Mr. Duprey’s letter he further informs 
us that breeders came from every section of 
the state and travelled as far as two hun- 
dred and thirty miles to attend. That alone 
speaks for the interest that today prevails 
in Buckeyedom and we believe that as more 
and more get-to-gethers of breeders occur, 
so will the promotional interests of the 
association be realized, with more and more 
breeders joining the association and more 
and more new breeders founding herds of 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

The barbecue, and we refer now to the 
“beef-broiling and eating business” was 
supplied by the hosts of the day, Killbuck 
Farms, at West Salem. Two prime steers 
(wonder if they came from Killbuck’s feed 
yard?) slaughtered some weeks before and 
properly cooled and cured. The barbecueing 
was under the able direction of Professor 
Korkle of the Ohio State University Meats’ 
Department and according to our reports, 
appetites needed no whetting. It is our 
opinion that Mr. Milt Miller’s years at 
Canterbury Farms in Warrenton, Virginia, 
where many steers were fed out annually, 
must have taught him the right kind of 
beeves for choice meats. 

Mr. T. S. Grasselli, owner of Killbuck 
Farms was unable to be present, but Mrs. 
Grasselli, and Mr. and Mrs. Harry Grasselli, 
Mr. and Mrs. Milton E. Miller and Jack 
Low, Killbuck Farms’ good herdsman, prov- 
ed able hosts. 

No definite program had been planned, 
and after the eating, inspection of the 
farms, the herd of cattle and the many 
improved buildings, an impromptu program 
ensued.

Few breeders’ sales held in 1940 give me 
more pleasure in reporting than this the 
first Ohio Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation sale. Why? Primarily, because 
the Buckeye breeders in a meeting last Jan- 
uary, decided to hold a sale and decided at 
that time to try to sponsor a real promo- 
tional event. Few, if any, leading breeders 
in Ohio failed to consign one or more head 
to the sale. We naturally except from the 
statement those breeders who are still buy- 
ing foundation cattle. Moreover the com- 
mittee, made up of Mr. J. B. McCorkle, 
beef cattle man at Ohio State; Mr. S. A. 
Bowman, Springfield; Mr. Milton E. Miller, 
manager of Killbuck Farms at West Salem, 
and Mr. Rei Duprey of Van Wert, did a 
nice job of selection and the breeders did 
a grand job for a first sale of fitting their 
respective consignments. However, there’s 
room for improvement, and with such an 
auspicious start, Buckeye breeders will, in 
their next sale, offer better breeding and 
more carefully fitted cattle. 

Nineteen bulls were consigned, and all 
were there, and all were sold at what we 
consider very decent prices. There wasn’t 
quite the quality in some of the bulls of- 
fered necessary to induce buyers to pay 
more money for bulls. Personally, we felt 
that nineteen bulls were a few too many to 
sell to good advantage. We admit our 
error. All were sold. 

That the average of $200.00 is a sign of 
Aberdeen-Angus interest in Ohio is not 
questioned, and in scanning the marked 
catalog, the most important factor is that 
the sixty-four lots of young cattle were 
distributed to thirty-seven different buyers. 
That a first sale sponsored by an association 
That a sale sponsored by an association 
can command as much interest from as 
large a number of breeders speaks well for 
the breed in that locality. Ohio breeders 
may have appeared to be asleep at the 
switch some months ago, but certainly that 
canr >t be said today. 

Colonel Fred Reppert of Decatur, Indiana, 
called the sale to order about 1:00 p. m., 
and after but a very few remarks by Wil- 
liam Barton, field representative for the 
national association, Bona of Alpha Road 
563060 was led into the sale ring by Mr. 
G. H. June, her former owner and breeder. 
Our compliments to Mr. June on offering 
as nicely made and nicely fitted a heifer. 
She was quickly sold to Mr. E. E. Greiner, 
Eastways Farms, Springfield, Ohio. In 
fact, Bona of Alpha Road was one of a 
quartette of the tops, that the Eastways 
owner selected to add to the grand herd 
which he is now establishing. The other 
three which Mr. Greiner secured came from 
J. S. Caldwell & Son’s consignment. Among 
them was Enchantress C. 20th 551344, top 
female and top animal of the sale. The 
price ticket on her should be marked 
$425.00 (reasonable). 

Much of the competition on the top hei- 
fers came from Mrs. Marcelyn Thomas of 
Spencer, Ohio, and after bidding several 
hundred dollars on many cattle, the good 
heifer, Elaine C. 15th 552681, was marked 
sold to the lady at $360.00, the second top 
female of the sale. 

B. A. Rucker, manager of Cremona Farm, 
Mechanicsville, Maryland, stopped off en- 
route to the Tudor-Brown and J. Garrett 
Tolan sales and liked quite a few, and liking 
them selected an even half dozen, the larg- 
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est number purchased by any one firm. 
That he bought them worth the money is 
true, but that is just good business. 

The females made an average of $200.11 
with most of them remaining in Ohio. In 
fact the only out-of-state buyer was Mr. 
Rucker. 

Top bull honors, like top female honors 
go to the J. S. Caldwell & Son herd, for 
their bull, The Enamor 2d 557714 command- 
ed the top price for bulls and went at the 
bid of $385.00 to Messrs. L. D. Diest & Son, 
Beverly, Ohio. Second top bull was also a 
Hilldale Farm bull and he, The Enchancer 
557713 was bought by Mr. Elder Welch of 
Yellow Springs, Ohio. 

Check the sale report that follows in de- 
tail and note the summary, after which I 
am sure that you’ll agree that the Buckeye 
breeders did much to promote the breed in 
Ohio on June 10th last.

Not so well pleased was 
yours truly, for the cattle that were of the 
better type and better conformation, the 
ones that carried better blood lines, those 
that showed some care and fitting for the 
sale, were forced into a lower selling mar- 
ket because of some inferior individuals. 

Flattering and glad handing never was 
in our line of thought, and we doubt much 
if it ever serves to improve any herd, or 
the consignments to any sale. With no 
thought of being critical of the management 
or the consignors to the Wisconsin sale, we 
must, nevertheless report the event as it 
seemed to us. 


It is the opinion of the Journal that a 
good market for Aberdeen-Angus cattle ex- 
ists everywhere. That such a market exists 
in Wisconsin we are certain, because we 
have seen Wisconsin breeders attend and 
buy good cattle in some of the good sales. 
It is our opinion, (and we admit we may be 
wrong,) that a much better market for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Wisconsin can be 
secured and should be if Wisconsin breed- 
ers are to prosper in their respective opera- 
tions. That market may have been in at- 
tendance on June 7th, and because of the 
general lack of proper conditioning of some 
consignments, the prospective purchasers 
failed to recognize the true values of the 
cattle. It is solely with the thought in 
mind to improve that we call attention to 
this lack of condition. It may be true, and 
likely is, that profits can still be made at 
the prices paid at Lancaster for breeding 
cattle. Yet, we venture that a little better 
selection of cattle, a little more care in the 
fitting of them would have added from 
thirty to forty dollars a head on the entire 
sale. Wisconsin breeders have good cattle, 
that we know from having seen a few of 
the herds. The real value of any auction 
sale, in our mind, is not in the quick sale 
of a number of cattle, but in the promo- 
tional value to the individual breeder who 
consigns his cattle and helps in establishing 
a price for his private treaty business. That 
a public auction, especially a breeders’ sale, 
promotes the breed in general is not to be 
denied, but that same promotion is only

effective when breeders are getting their 
real values from an auction sale. By 
which we mean that they are able, because 
of their sale prices, to establish a higher 
price for their private treaty business. 
Please note, too, that when cattle are sell- 
ing at good prices, the demand is always 
on the increase. Now, some of you may 
wish to argue that point. We ask that you 
question yourself, as to whether or not 
you want to invest your money in a prop- 
erty that is not productive of profit. 


We stated that Colonel Kraschel sold 
a good sale. He did more. He sold a hard 
sale, a sale that demanded considerable 
effort on his part and yet failed to yield 
the kind of profit to the consignors that 
they should have. 


What to do about it? That’s the ques- 
tion and our answer is neither expensive 
nor difficult. First, each breeder who has 
hopes of staying in the beef business, and 
there’s much reason to so wish to do, must 
demand that his consignment to the next 
Wisconsin breeders’ sale be of such type 
and conformation, of such breeding, that 
prospective purchasers are pleased. More, 
each consigning breeder must endeavor to 
fit his consignment so that each animal he 
has entered should be a potential sale top- 
per. We might state, too, that a little more 
maturity on the part of both females and 
bulls would prove advisable. That doesn’t 
mean that a heifer or a bull calf of good 
type, of good quality, in nice condition 
should not be accepted for the sale. For 
nothing sells to better advantage than a 
grand little calf. The extra profit, the pre- 
mium, if you wish, lies in the desire and 
the will to offer better cattle, and the real 
benefit will still be the demand that your 
sale creates for private treaty business at 
more satisfactory prices. 


The finest thing we can state about the 
sale is the manner in which the bulls sold. 
We doubt if we have attended a sale this 
year where bulls were in greater demand. 
That some went away without a bull is 
sure. That many failed to find a bull good 
enough to suit them is also true, especially, 
after a few were sold. We wonder what 
the average might have been had better 
bulls been offered.

Plans are virtually complete in a number 
of states for a series of four or five region- 
al grass land conferences in July and Sep- 
tember. Grass, forage, crop, pasture man- 
agement, soil live stock, and nutritional 
specialists and researchers at the agricul- 
tural college and experiment stations are 
cooperating in working out programs for 
the meetings. 

At the Coastal Plain Experiment Station, 
Tifton, Georgia, July 25 and 26, the South- 
east Region’s conference is under the spon- 
sorship of the Association of Southern 
(technical) Agricultural Workers. 

At Ames, Iowa, September 9, 10 and 11, 
the North Central Region’s conference is 
sponsored by the corn belt section of the 
American Society of Agronomy and the 
North Central Experiment Station Direc- 
tors’ Association. 

Details of the respective programs soon 
will be available. A copy of the program 
for your region can be had by writing to 
the extension editor at the argicultural col- 
lege in your state. 

A grass land conference probably will be 
held in September or October in the South- 
_ Region, where sentiment for it is ac- 
ive. 

A primary objective of these conferences 
is to develop appreciation of the need for 
fundamental information on the problems 
and implications of a grass land agricul- 
ture. Soil conservotion practices and major 
crop production adjustments have material- 
ly increased the nation’s acreage of grass 
and legume feed in recent years. Research 
is needed in order to obtain on grass and 
its uses the kind of basic information which 
is available on wheat, corn, cotton, and some 
other leading crops. 

Grass land conferences should stimulate 
and extend interest in such information 
for the guidance of farmers in meeting 
emergency conditions and in making agri- 
cultural adjustments in a changing world, 
according to Dr. O. S. Aamodt, with whom 
I have conferred in the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry. 

You may recall that up to 1937 the Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry’s grass breeding and 
research program was largely exploratory, 
but in that year it tended to concentrate in 
each region on species that appeared likely

The ranch has always been a play- 
ground for young folks, club outings and 
girl and boy scouts. 

The Aberdeen-Angus herd on the ranch 
has grown from twelve pure bred heifers 
and one fine sire, Ames Plantation Boliver, 
to a nice sized herd. Outstanding breeding 
cattle have been purchased by Mrs. Gowdy 
from such herds as J. Garrett Tolan and 
Elliott Brown. She prides in her three year 
old female, Barbara Lassie, and the two 
year old bull, Gowdy’s Envious, out of this 
dam purchased in the 1938 International 
sale from Elliott Brown. ’ 


One of Mrs. Gowdy’s sales within the 
year was twenty head of six to eight 
months old heifers that went to the Wil- 
liams and Honeycutt ranch near Little 
Rock, Arkansas. 

Mrs. Gowdy maintains two thousands six 
hundred and fifty-six acres for this busi- 
ness, besides that which she keeps under 
The picture of Mrs. Gowdy 


and her horse was taken on the ranch. She 
says, “This is not old Faithful, it is Milissa, 
whose sire and dam, for several generations 
have been cow horses on the ranch.”

went to a little Highland Inn, very clean 
and cozy, with a little fire and a double 
Scotch.

Angus herds, unless the owners and herds- 
men misinformed me (I have never heard of 
it in an American Aberdeen-Angus herd); 
and some of them call it Weed-in-the-Vessel, 
and some call it Fly-in-the-Teat, and evi- 
dently they do nothing about it except to 
close the teat with parafine. Hardly any 
herds of the breed test at all, let alone 
regularly, for Bang—and although we in 
America have gone too far in many of our 
states in the Bang regulations or the Bang 
racket, still a system like the Maryland one 
now seems a great thing. Few herds of the 
breed test for T. B.; and the government is 
shortsighted enough to use the subcutaneous 
test in such a difficult way that it is almost 
impossible for a practical farmer to go 
under the government test, unlike the ease 
with which we handle our intradermal test 
here. Then for Blackleg, the Scotchman 
puts a seton through the brisket, if he has 
a Blackleg farm. I suppose it is the same 
Blackleg as ours, for the symptoms sound 
the same. Do you know what a seton is? 
You cut a small hole through the brisket, 
pull through a short length of string, leave 
it there a few days until the. wound begins 
to fester, and then you pull the string out. 
First class Scotch cattlemen—three of them 
that I have asked about this are unsurpass- 
ed at the game—have told: me that the 
seton absolutely would protect against 
Blackleg, that no setoned animal ever had 
it. I cannot help but believe them; and yet 
offhand to an American that looks like the 
kind of old time agricultural superstition 
that we pass over with a grin. Perhaps 


some day our scientists will catch up with 


the seton, show some reason for it, and 
prove the Scotchmen not such fools after 
all. It has happened before. 

From the inn of the liver stew we drove 
on through clearing weather, rich valleys, 
and rolling moorland, until we came to a 


particularly grand steep mountain covered 
with heather with a fine valley below it, 
and we were at The Burn, famous in times 
gone by for its wonderful Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, and now for many years past again 
the home of a first class herd. Here we 
were met by the owner, Mr. G. H. Russel of 
The Burn,, president of the Scottish Aber- 
deen-Angus Cattle Society. I hope that if 
Mr. Russel ever pays our herds a visit we 
may all give him as pleasant a welcome as 
he gave us. Mr. McRob, herdsman, also 
went around with us. And first we saw the 
bull Pridominate, and a good one he is, one 
of the best young herd bulls we saw. But 
one animal that really made an impression 
was Broma of The Burn, first at the High- 
land that year—and she was in with some 
good ones aS we watched her. The brood 
cows in this herd were particularly taking, 
and Mrs. Bailey and I thought that the 
best lot of cows we saw in Scotland by one 
bull were the daughters of Korona of Dun- 
ira in this herd. We saw a lot of grand 
cows; but that impression remained, right 
or wrong. I think the cow we liked most 
of these matrons was Proud Bakweena of 
The Burn, once fifth at the Highland; and 
next to her might have come Balgra of The

As we walked through these fields we 
jumped many partridge, that looked in that 
early season as though they would be easy 
to hit when the shooting first started, which 
I think would have been in about another 
month. Maybe they are like our quail, that 
seem to flutter so coyly over hedges in the 
summer, and surprise the dickens out of you 
in the fall. Mr. Russel told us that the 
King shot grouse with J. P. Morgan on the 
great heather hill we could see. Here we 
saw in a barn a beautiful Belgian mare 
dying of the dreaded Grass Sickness, for 
which there is as yet no cure, or prevention. 
Later we met Mrs. Russel, and had a lovely 
tea at The Burn House. The Burn House, 
I may add, is extremely handsome, is a 
House with a capital H, and is somewhat of 
a contrast, and a delightful and intriguing 
one, to the simplicity of its Master and 
Mistress. 

The next day we were off toward Spee- 
side, long thought of as the fortress of the 
breed. Our first stop on the way was at 
Mulben, where we were met by Mr. and Mrs. 
W. G. Macpherson, and their daughter and 
two sons. The name of Mulben is known all 
over the world whereever Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are bred; and only the year before 
Mr. Macpherson had made the long trip 
to the other side of the world to judge the 
great Palermo Show in the Argentine. After 
a few words in the house we went right to 
the cattle, and first saw the chief stock bull, 
Eugenexor, I would say a really good bull. 
Eugenexor has a wealth of flesh, fine spring 
of rib, even carriage of width from front to 
kack, a good quarter, and plenty of breed 
character. He also had an attractive son 
there, Mulben Ephod. 

As we went on through the herd and saw 
the usual divisions of cows with bull calves, 
cows with heifer calves, yearling heifers, 
and two year old heifers the words “breed 
character” came into mind again and again. 
Mr. Macpherson is a quiet man, and said 
little about the cattle except when asked; 
but the talk wasn’t needed to give the im- 
pression that Mulben was doing even better 
than when we saw it last. After an ex- 
cellent luncheon and more talk of the Ar- 
gentine, we drove on for the near-by River 
Spee.

three more of the old cows, and some of 
pf daughters, and one or two sent back 
from the sale for failure of the test. One 
f these was the grand cow Ellendra of 
Rallindalloch, top cow of the sale, out of the 
dam of Evaxus. There is still plenty that 
hwhile saving for the breed at Ball- 
indalloch, and somehow it should be saved 
urchase as a whole. We saw one older 
bull calf that was absolutely first class, and 
a couple more good ones. Most of the 
younger calves looked pretty sad. 
Back at the cottage we had about the 
coziest tea we ever experienced, before a 
coal fire. We had come unexpectedly, and 
I am afraid I ate most of the family tea, 
although there was plenty for a crowd. 
Then we talked. We found that Mr. Ander- 
son had taken a long term tenancy on a 
farm near Fife, his home and that of his 
wife, and that they were leaving in three 
weeks. I asked casually about the original 
old time Ballindalloch herd books, expect- 
ing that Sir George would have them under 
lock and key in the Castle. No, they were 
in a box under the stairs—and lo and be- 
hold, soon I was sitting with those big books 
written in the hand of the first Sir George, 
and read his marginal remarks about Erica 
(The Erica my friends), and Eisa, and Tro- 
jan. and on down through names that built 
the breed, and others that might have but 
somehow fell by the wayside. It was a 
great experience. But I could not help but 
wonder. Here was John Anderson leaving 
in three weeks, with his successor as yet 
unknown; Sir George was coming to the 
steading only two or three times a year 
now; and what was going to happen to these 
priceless herd books?

leave to take part in some pageant in a 
nearby town. His place as guide was taken 
by Mr. Furness, the manager, and a most 
enjoyable time and chat he gave us. There 
were some very good females, and especially 
some that I believe were by Ellerman of 
Kinermony, who at one time spent a few 
months at Clury. The present herd bulls 
were not up to the Clury standard. 

With most of Scotland ahead of us, and 
Hitler making still more threatening gest- 
ures, we felt somewhat pressed for time; 
so with a farewell to Mr. Furness we drove 
to Ballintomb, home of Mr. D. M. Allen. 
Having become salmon-minded due to the 
constant pool and water talk of Mr. Bruce 
Kennedy, I was interested while walking 
along the Spee with Mr. Alien to see quite 
a few big fish make the water swirl. We 
went out to the cows standing on a sand bar 
well out into the river; and then while talk- 
ing of Aberdeen-Angus matters in Scotland 
and in the States, where Mr. Allen once 
judged the International, we walked over to 
the field holding the well-known sire, Permo 
of Kinermony. Permo was in a bit of a 
temper, and we found it advisable to stay 
two fences away from him, so we could not 
make much of an examination of the old 
bull. However, what we saw looked good; 
and I am always ready to give the benefit 
of the doubt to anything from Kinermony, 
for hardly any herd held a better name in 
Scotland, and the Kinermony stock that I 
have seen has been of the highest quality. 
Kinermony was a Spee-side herd that lean- 
ed heavily upon Ballindalloch; as did the 
entire breed. During the lifetime of Mr. 
Cumming of Kinermony, he was the only 
man to whom Mr. Kerr of Harviestoun 
would sell a Juana Erica. 

The road North from Granton-on-Spee 
toward the home of the Brodies of Lethen 
is to me one of the most attractive bits of 
the Scottish pilgramage; and on this day 
Mrs. Bailey and I trespassed a little to go 
out into the heather to eat luncheon.

Although it was nearly nine o’clock we 
still had enough daylight in which to in- 
spect that portion of the herd which is kept 
at Auchindoon, and this we proceeded to do, 
while evening came over the hills, and the 
valleys below. We saw some first class 
cows here, and one heifer, a daughter of 
Kinellan of Ballindalloch, that was a knock- 
out. Later before a fire we had more pleas- 
ant talk of cattle: and here I heard about the 
greatest compliment paid to one breeder by 
another that it has ever been my pleasure 
to encounter. We were talking of the fa- 
mous show cow Gammer Ebenil, and _ the 
great English cow Eulima 6th of Kilham 
that beat the Gammer in the extra classes. 
Capt. A. L. Goodson owns Kilham, the home 
of the Eulimas, the Black Briars and others, 
and I wanted more information about such 
an outfit. Mrs. Campbell told me that Capt. 
Goodson had chosen a type in his mind, had 
bred for it, had culled for it, and had achiev- 
ed it, until in her opinion there was more 
herd type at Kilham than in any other herd 
in the country; and that if she were to start 
another herd, it would be entirely from Kil- 
ham stock. 

Kilham is just over the edge into Eng- 
land. In other words, it is (at this writing, 
and almost any other time) in the country 
taboo to those wishing to procure cattle for 
export to the U. S. A., due to the preva- 
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and Mouth. The U. S. will 
wane Ly porn from any country that _ 
not @joof and Mouth within two months;

ye entine. I talked with two men in Scot- 
— who know cattle and cattle ways very 

1] indeed, and who had both traveled ex- 
= sively in the Argentine, inspecting vari- 
2s estancias, breeding herds, shows, and 
fri orificos. Both these men said that Hoof 

i Mouth was the accepted state of affairs 
Ps the Argentine, that all cattle there were 
expected to have it at one time or another, 
that nothing was done for it or against it, 
and that nothing was likely to be done for 
or against it. They both stated that cattle 
accepted at the frigorificos were supposed 
to be free of the disease at the time; but 
that the extent of the infection was such 
that some stages of the disease would be 
most likely to find their ways in. Then the 
frozen carcasses are shipped to England: 
and the English complain and fret again 
about the blasted starlings. Both of these 
men are great friends of the Argentine, and 
I would hate to put them in a tight spot 
by writing of our conversations. But they 
were not confidential; and considering the 
efforts made by sections of our govern- 
ment to admit frozen meat from the Argen- 
tine in to the U. S. during late years, they 
are of the greatest interest to American 

lemen. 

Cavell, it was a very pleasant evening at 
Auchindoom, and we hated to leave. 

The next morning we were off over the 
hills to Logie, the estate of Sir Robert 
M’Vittie Grant, of the biscuits. And a very 
lovely and grand place it is, located in a 
fertile valley with wooded hills all about, 
with a great house, and a first class modern 
steading. Here we were met by Mr. Alex. 
Scott, the manager, who said that he was 
comparatively new with the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle, but who seemed to know a great 
deal about them, and to have everything 
very well in hand. We saw many good 
beasts here, two that particularly took my 
fancy being the three year old Bellona of 
Logie, by Gandell, and second at the High- 
land this year; and Rosie Roseta, a yearlin 
by Permo of Kinermony, and first at bot 
the Highland and the Royal Windsor. As 
we went through one group of cows by the 
bank of a little stream we came upon one 
that was not too big and not too little, with 
good type all around, and an expressive eye 
—not a great thick beast, but they don’t 
have to be to be good breeders—and this 
was the dam of Royalist of Logie, imported 
last year by Mr. Patterson of Don Head, in 
a a. — not seen Royalist but the 

am is alright. 

Without a long enough stay in this herd, 
we were off again on a long drive to the 
North, away up to Castlecraig, where those 
great rocks the Seutors guard the approach 
to Invergordon, off which town lay a part 
of the British fleet, stretching for miles 
along beautiful Cromarty Firth. Invergor- 
don was jammed full of men from all 
branches oi the service. We wound around 
the Firth, and went up and over the rolling 
hill land, with sheep and rabbits on every 
side, until on top of the ridge, barely pro- 
tected from the North Sea on one side, with 
the land dropping off all the way to the 
Firtu in steep pastures and fields on the 
aga bs — to Cantiocrais, oe pene of 

r. F. D. Robertson and his Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle. Mr. and Mrs. Robertson were 
most cordial; and as we sat awhile in their 
living room, I began to realize that I was 
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not only in the home of one of the Old 
Guard of the Aberdeen-Angus breeders, but 
also in the home of a real hunter. Among 
other evidences of his stalking, Mr. Robert- 
son had there the pictures of both the first 
and second prize heads for the past year for 
the country, as recorded by “The Field,” and 
both he shot himself on his own moor, or 
deer forest as they call it—a deer forest 
evidently not often having many trees. I 
also heard the most wonderful stories of 
woodcock shooting, stories that would equal 
any of those told about the Delaware Capes 
in the old days, or the Chesapeake Capes 
today. Plenty of grouse and some ptarmigan 
are on the pA moors with the deer, and 
ducks and geese and snipe here, and as for 
the rabbit pest—well we saw one hundred 
sitting in the corner of one little field. I 
believe I could stay not unhappily at Castle- 
craig. 

On the way to the bulls we saw some 
sheep being treated for the maggot fly, 
which was evidently very bad that season. 
The bulls both young and old were good; 
and perhaps the best was Gerald of Castle- 
craig, by Evan of Lethen, out of a dam 
by Pat of Castlecraig. The cows were on 
very short dry grass, and did not have the 
flesh to look their best. But if one can 
judge lean cattle at all, I would say there 
were some very likely matrons there. But 
we could not stay long with them, and after 
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a kindly farewell from the Robertsons, we 
were again on our way, this time for per- 
haps the greatest Shorthorn herd in the 
world, Calrossie. 

Now Calrossie is the property of Capt. J. 
MacGillivray. And Capt. MacGillivray may 
be the greatest gentleman in the world for 
all I know; but certainly he is the crustiest 
old gentleman I ever met. To be sure we 
were unannounced, and the Capt. was sort- 
ing out sheep for market, with the help of 
three or four sheepmen. We walked up to 
the pen where the Capt., a grizzled chap in 
plus fours and a mustache, was _ looking 
over his sheep; and as he paid not the 
slightest attention, I waited until a _ lull 
seemed to come in the activities, and then 
sang out, “Capt. MacGillivray, we are Mr. 
and Mrs. Bailey, Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
from the states, who would love to see your 
famous herd if you have a spare cattleman 
to show us around.” The good Capt. gave 
us one look, which evidently caused him no 
joy, for he turned right back to his bloody 
sheep again. After looking a sheep in the 
eye for quite a while, he turned around 
again, and without a how-do-you-do or 
blast-my-eye, said, “Well, if you’re Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders, why do you want to 
come here?” His words were said in such 
a provocative way that I answered, “Well 
Sir, the Shorthorns are going backward so 
fast in the states that I wanted to see if 
the Scotch Shorthorns could possibly help 
them up again.” At that the Capt. bellow- 
ed, “Hay John, show these people the cat- 
tle,’ and to me he said, “Young man, it 
will be just as well if I do not walk through 
the fields with you, we would argue too 
much.” So John came out of the barn, and 
away we went, and that was our first and 
last acquaintance with Capt. MacGillivray. 
John turned out to be as polite as his mas- 
ter was not, and we had a most interesting 


walk through a world renowned band of 


cattle, for which the Argentinians and 
others pay fabulous prices. And this I will 
say: I never saw such thick, low-set, deep, 
rounded, broadbacked, beefy beef heifers in 


my life as I saw in the heifer calves at Cal- 


rossie. But, with a great B, when those fe- 
males put on a little age and become cows, 
they develop such rolls and _ unsightly 
bunches of fat all over as to be scarcely 
credible by an Aberdeen-Angus man who 
knows little of Shorthorns. I have seen Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cows described as Shorthorny 
about the rump, but most of these lumpy 
beasts, dams of these beautiful heifers, 
would be culled out of any pure-bred Aber- 
deen-Angus herd I know of, either side of 
the water—and Lord knows what a Balti- 
more butcher would say about such a car- 
cass. Ah well, Captain, that’s not just my 
gorge rising at you, that’s what I think of 
those overdone Shorthorn cows. 

An Aberdeen-Angus breeder, who deals 
much with English sheepmen told me that 
there was an English drover who was sup- 
posed to have a standing order with Mac- 
Gillivray for one hundred nurse cows a 
year; and that MacGillivray’s Perth bulls 
were put to a fresh nurse every six weeks. 
Whether or not that is so, it is a fact that 
nearly every Aberdeen-Angus herd in Scot- 
land or America that shows cattle to any 
degree at all makes free use of nurse cows. 
Col. Kennedy held out against nurse cows 
for years, but this time he told me_ that 
Grant had prevailed upon him to buy two 
or three; and that his friend, Mr. G. H. Rus- 
sel of The Burn, was probably almost the 
only man in Scotland without nurse cows. 
When I visited Mr. Russel, he said that he 
had nurse cows, but that probably Col. Ken- 
nedy was holding out. I got five of them 
last year myself. But I know without the 


shadow of a doubt that th i 
nurse cows is distinctly a Using 
breed, in at least three Ways: one 0 the 
suades many inexperienced and not ri 
experienced cattle people to buy bulla few 
sometimes females too, at prices pee and 
value of the animals, fifty or a ae 
pounds of milk fat often being mal v 
thousand or more dollars; two, that = : 
of milk fat, and the great deal more often 
put on with it, does in my opinion often af. 
fect adversely the breeding powers of = 
mals; and three, dependance of man a 
standing cattlemen upon nurse cows ie thet 
show stock causes these men to pay less = 
tention to the milking qualities of their oe ‘ 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding stock—and that 
is the worst point of all. The use of the 
nurse cow is simply a showman’s trick poe 
a pretty shortsighted, backhanded, shabb 
one at that. Why do I use nurse oust 
Simply because I got thoroughly sick of see. 
ing my bulls come up against those no bet- 
ter if as good, but with so much smoother 
covering, so much glossier hair, and so much 
more of a look of condition, that my bulls 
were lost before they started. How much 
more about this—to the same effect—must 
the real showmen know than I, who show 
only locally. It is argued that you cannot 
police farms for nurse cows. Nevertheless 
you could keep them from shows, where 
sometimes as at Virginia a 4-H beef show 
is apt to look like the National Dairy Show: 
and you could keep them on the run on the 
farms. The Scottish Society, The Canadian 
Society, and the American Association 
should all firmly ban the use of nurse cows 
for show purposes within the breed, and 
animals put on nurse cows through neces- 
sity, as from the death of the dam, should 
be ineligible for the show ring.

“we must either improve our pastures or 
reduce the size of our herds. We must 
lengthen the time our herds are well fed

Kling L. Anderson, pasture management 
specialist at Kansas State College, writing 
in The Weekly Kansas City Star of May 8, 
1940, says that “the carrying capacity of 
native prairie pastures of the middle west 
has sveadily decreased with continued use. 
Old grazing records show that prior to 
1900 a mature steer or cow required only 


to be 


two to four acres for a full season’s graz- 
ing. At the present time it is an exception- 
al native pasture that can carry an animal 
on five acres for the full grazing season of 
May through October, while on most of the 
better pastures six to eight acres are re- 
quired, and many are even less productive.” 

In its June 5, 1940, issue, The Jersey 
Bulletin remarks that Ingalls “immortalized 
grass in a symphony of words, but, far 
more important, researchers are telling us 
how to make better use of it.”
